The growing. concern of 


American physicians with world 
affairs, both as a means of 
spreading medical knowledge 
and to stave off government in- 
terfetence with medical prac- 
tice, was emphasized here last 
night by Dr. Austin Smith of 
Chicago, editor of the Journal 
of the Anierican Medical Asso- 
ciation. 

Dr. Smith was a speaker at 
the annual banquet of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Medical Society 
at Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson. 


“There is need for a new 
awareness of medicine’s re- 
sponsibilities,” Dr. Smith said, 
“.- some of which members of 
the profession have sought, 
some of which have been thrust 
upon them.” 


He disoussed the efforts of 
the World Medical Association, 
an organization that includes 
the A.M.A. and other private 
medical groups, to maintain 
three principles. He said the 
principles were the following: 

1. Freedom of choice of the 
physician by the patient. 

2. Freedom of choice of hos- 
pital. 

3. No restriction of medica- 
tion or mode of treatment by 
the physician except in case of 
abuse.

$ No Luxury for Workers. 

These youngsters seem to 
have money available to spend 
night after night in cafes and 
, restaurants. But the working

averaged between 700 and 900 
leva a month. 

The government calculates 
that the average worker’s fam- 
ily spends about 7500 leva a 
year on food and clothing alone.

The big housing drive is part 
of the government's effort to 
improve living conditions.

MOSCOW, Sept. 27—To So- 

viet women, most of whom work 
at something other than house- 
wifery, shopping is a time 
consuming chore. Of necessity, 
it is a daily duty because most 
families do not have refrigera- 
tors. 
If the housewife decides time 
is more valuable than money she 
forsakes the controlled-price 
state stores, where she must 
wait in a long queue at each 
counter, for one of the farmers’ 
markets, where lines are rare 
though prices are higher. 
The market stalls are filled 
with surplus food brought te 
Moscow by peasants from the 
surrounding countryside. 
surplus is what is left to the 
peasant once the 
quota of deliveries to the state 
and his own needs have been

Although the prices in state 
stores are standard everywhere, 
stockpiles are not. Often the 
consumer is confronted with 
the response: “Yes, we usually 
have them here, but not now.” 

Russian household aids run 
from machines to maids. 
Vacuum cleaners styled like 
American tank and cylinder 
models, sell from 320 to 650 
rubles with six attachments, in- 
cluding “& plant sprayer. 

Washing “machines” are 
priced at 750 rubles. Boiling 
water must be poured by the 
bucketful into the  pastel- 
colored, barrel-shaped machines 
(three pounds, 3 ounces ca- 
pacity), while the dirty water 
leaves through a drain pipe by 
the force of gravity. Wringing 
is done by hand. 

If the Russian housewife 
doesn't want to invest in me- 
chanical equipment she can 
hire a maid (or-nurse for her 
children) either through the 
district maids union, or an ad- 
vertisement on a sidewalk 
bulletin board. Or she can re- 
cruit one privately from a near- 
by village. Maids receive 200- 
250 rubles a month, and room 
and board. They work eight 
hours a day, six days a week.

MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 27.(AP) 
—A Princeton University 
astronomer. who headed ~ the 
project to photograph the sun 
from a balloon’ 81,000 feet over 
the earth today hailed the pic- 
tures as showing three things 
never before revealed by photo- 
graphs. . 


Dr. Martin Schwarzschild said 
the pictures taken Wednesday 
were the first to show relatively 
small eddies on the sun. ' 

Secondly, Dr. Schwarzschil 


dicate the sun’s larger eddies 
are “complicated forms with 
sharp, jagged edges.” 

The third conclusion was that 
the smaller eddies not previ- 
ously photographed.are likely 
the hottest, since they photo- 
graphed brightest. 

He said the eddies are caused 
by turbulent motion on the sun 
and they vary by many hun- 
dreds of degrees.

Three trends in home finance 
and building fields were listed 


Housing Commissioner Norman 
P. Mason before members of 


accepted FHA practices which 
have brought a measure of sta- 
bility to the housing market 
during the past 23 years. 

Too many businessmen, he 
cautioned, do not remember 
when it was commonplace to 
have two or three mortgages on 
the same property, with the loan 
payable, along with taxes and 
fees, in a lump sum at the end 
of five years. 

Another danger signal which 
disturbs the FHA Commissioner 
is the tendency to ignore the 
sound minimum standards for 
good residential construction 
which both industry and FHA 
have developed in recent years.

Urges Study 


Cost Cuts 


Establishment of a privately- 
financed national organization 
to step up research into ways to 
reduce building costs is urged 

M. Marr, president of 
the United States Savings and 
Loan League. 

The recommendation is one 
of a five-point program suggest- 
ed by Marr in a speech to the 
Savings Association League of 
New York State in an effort, 
he said, to “stimulate thinking” 
about what could be done to 
curb the inflation spiral in home 
building costs. 

As envisioned by Marr, the 
new organization would have 
the dual responsibility of en- 
couraging the expansion of re- 
search in the various fields re- 
lated to home building, and pro- 
viding for the exchange and 
dissemination of information 
and data on procedures for low- 
er costs. 

“The National Association of 
Home Builders in recent years 
has made a start in this direc- 
tion with its constructive ‘trade 
secrets’ conferences,” said Marr, 
“but there is still no national 
research organization dedicated 
to the specific purpose of re- 
ducing building costs.” 

Other things also necessary to 
“face the issue of inflation” in 
building costs, according to 
Marr, include: 

Inflation in Building Costs. 

An understanding on the part 
of all those in the housing in- 
dustry—realtors, builders, home- 
financing organizations, build- 
ing trades unions, and materials 
makers—that the “paramount 
problem” in American housing 
today is not the adequacy of 
credit or the shortage of hous- 
ing, but inflation in building 
costs. 

A better understanding by all 
those interested in housing that 
steps by the Federal Govern- 
ment “to augment and to ease” 
the availability of home credit 
may not always be in the best 
interest of the housing industry 
or the American people, partic- 
ularly so long as the threat of 
inflation is evident. 

A better understanding of the 
fact that while the home build- 
ing industry is dependent upon 
a plentiful supply of credit, it 
is even more dependent upon 
the maintenance of a stadle dol- 
lar, since there are few lines 
of economic activity more vul- 
nerable than home building to 
the shortage of‘savings that in- 
flation brings. 

Housing Shortage Over. 

Much more intense research 
on the part of manufacturers of 
building materials, so that a 
greater proponent of component 
parts for the house can be made 
at the factory and assembled at 
the site, thus reducing the cost 
at the site. 

Marr pointed out that discus- 
sions over housing in the early 
postwar years were “so charged 
with emotion” that the building 
of millions of homes at as fast 
a rate as possible probably out- 
weighed the danger of inflation 
in costs. 

“But the housing shortage has 
been over for the past two years 
and the time is here when we 
must face the issue of inflation 
in building costs with the clear 
understanding that if we do not 
face it, then ultimately the
